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Approves rezoning for mobile home park 


Council bloc

Upland City Council last week 
blocked establishment of a private 
day school approved rezoning to 
allow a mobile home park in the 
northeast section of the city. 


The council denied Joseph. P. 
Coulson’s request for a conditional 
use permit to establish Booksbury 
School, a private elementary school, 
at the southeast corner of Sultana 
Avenue and Seventh Street. 


Council action came after several 
neighboring residents opposed the 
school because they feared it would 
create further ion at an 
already heavily traveled street and 
would create a dangerous situation 
for neighborhood children who 
would have to cross the school’s 
driveways on their way to public 
school. 


School Director Brad McCall said 
the traffic problem was 
“‘overstated’”’ and noted a traffic 
study showed the most intense 


proof 


traffic generated by the school was 
15 cars in a half- hour period in 
contrast to tne 100 cars feared by 
neighbors. 

Council members opposing the 
school’s location seemed more 
concerned with lot size than 
potential traffic. 

Councilman Hal Bailin said, ‘‘I 
cannot see over a hundred students 
in a half- acre lot in old buildings” 
and questioned the school’s ability 
to develop a situtation ‘conducive to 
the best interests of the community 
and students’ considering lot size 
and building age. 

Mayor pro tem John McCarthy 
noted a trend in Southeast Upland 
toward using single- family 
residences for commercial and 
other uses without increasing 
building or lot size and requested a 
city staff study which would set 
guidelines for ‘‘transitional uses”’ 
in existing buildings. 

Minimum standards should be set 
for lot sizes before changes in usage 
are permitted, he said and

Some 100 Pomona Valley 
volunteers loan their eyes and 
voices regularly to make knowledge 
available to blind students 
throughout the nation. 

Uplanders Maxine Holliday, Mr. 
and Mrs. Robert Johnston, Helen 
Maher, Jean Shumway, Mary 
Smith, Joan Travers, JoAnn Vance, 
Angelyn Creek and Olof E. Snyder, 
are among the volunteers who file 


recordings « 
from electronics to foreign 
languages. ' 

Volunteer readers, chosen for 
smoothness, accuracy, and voice 
quality, are teamed with monitors 
who listen to every taped word to be 
sure it is accurate and 
understandable. 

The resulting work, representing 
hours and hours of reading, enables 
hundreds of students to complete 
their academic careers and prepare 
themselves for productive lives 
complete with occupations including 
teaching, psychiatry and law. 

The reward of Recording for the 
Blind (RFB) is a ‘very personal 
thing,” according to Mrs. A. E. 
Stoddard, coordinator for RF'B’s 
Pomona Valley chapter. 

“You're doing that will 
really be used. It’s not make-work,”’ 
she said and noted the resulting tape 
recordings are of such high quality 
they can be used indefinitely. 

Mrs. Stoddard, who began work 
for RFB after reading ‘‘a little 
article in the newspaper’ 15 years

suggested the use of two single- 
family lots would produce an

The council voted 4-1 against 
establishment of the school with 
only Councilwoman Ina Petokas 
dissenting. 

Mobile home park 


In a split 3-2 vote the council: 


approved rezoning to allow a mobile 
home park on 27.5 acres east of 
Campus Avenue between Foothill 
Boulevard and 14th Street. 

The council action came after 
Fern Havlicek, a nearby resident, 
noted the problem of grassfires in 
the undeveloped area and added, ‘‘It 
would be a blessing to have 
something up there.” 

Harry Stone disagreed, telling the 
council, ‘‘I’m positively amazed 
you’re considering mobile home use 
north of Foothill Boulevard.’’ 
Commenting on school crowding, 
and flood and fire hazards, Stone 
added, “‘It would sezve no useful 

to mix mobile home and 
single- family residential.” 

But the majority of the council 
agreed with Mrs. Havlicek. 
Councilmembers Petokas, Bailin 
and McCarthy voted in favor of the 
rezoning with Councilman Bill 
Bottin and Mayor George Gibson 
opposing the change. 

McCarthy commented the 


relieve the city of street 
maintenance costs since streets in 
mobile home parks are private. 

Present zoning would allow 
commercial development on the 3.2 
acres fronting on Foothill 
Boulevard. The other 24 acres of the 
parcel is zoned for 20 residential 
units per acre which would allow 
apartments or condominiums. 

The mobile home zoning would 
allow eight units per acre for a 
possible total of 220 units when the 


developed. 

Gibson questioned the financial 
return the city would receive from 
mobile home development. 

Any development in the area 
would face the same flood problems, 
he said but noted the mobile home 
park would require additional police 
and fire protection. Gibson has

Record books for blind students 


ago, said her favorite reading 
subjects are psychology and 
business, which are ‘simple and 
general.” 

She finds literature the hardest 
subject to read but noted some 
volunteers specialize in literature 
and ‘‘just flow along’? when they 
read poetry, novels or plays. 

The Pomona Valley chapter, the 
smallest in the nation with only 
three recording booths, records an 
average of 20 books each month. 
Each tape is sent to the RFB New 
York master library where copies 
are made for students all over the 
country. 

In a normal two-hour recording 
session a reader can record about 25 
pages, according to Gisela 
O’Loughlin of Upland, director of 
the recording studio. 

Since the average textbook 
contains some 500 pages, ‘‘it takes a 
lot of reading,’ she said and noted 
subjects such as math, economics 
and statistics take even longer to 
record. 

Books must be completely 
recorded, including appendices, 
footnotes and diagrams. Some 
complicated diagrams such as 
human anatomy are in 
line drawings. But most are 
described by the reader with the 
monitor checking that the 
description is clear enough for the 
blind listener to understand.

RFB started after the Korean War 
to aid blind veterans make full use 
of GI Bill educational benefits. Now 
the organization has 27 chapters in 
15 states continuously recording 
textbooks for the master tape 
library which contains more than 
30,000 books. 

The service is free to users and 
each chapter is responsible for 
raising its own operating expenses,

Commercial development 

Also last week the council 
unanimously rejected further 
commercial zoning along Mountain 
Avenue. Meyer Industrial 
Properties had requested rezoning 
from industrial to commercial for 
2.7 acrés at the northeast corner of 
the Mountain Avenue and Ninth 
Street. 

Dick Meyer told the council the 
zone change request “comes to 
grips with the belief Mountain 
Avenue is not best suited for 
industrial use.” 

The present practice of allowing 
industrial properties to convert to 
commercial uses provides a ‘‘helter 
skelter’’ effect on Mountain Avenue, 
he added. 

Councilwoman Petokas said 
further commercial development 
should be limited to areas presently 
planned and zoned commercial and 
noted commercial development 
would turn present traffic 
congestion on Mountain Avenue into 
an ‘‘attrocious traffic problem.” 

Planning Director Bill Young said 
the rezoning of the area to permit 
commercial development would 
“strip out another area of the city,” 
providing strip commercial 
development on every traffic artery 
and diluting present commercial 
areas. 

Bailin said the council might be 
willing to consider commercial 
zoning on Mountain Avenue, but 
added, ‘‘I’m not inclined to explore 
it with only 2.7 acres.” 

Upland Inn 

In other action the council ordered 
that demolition of the fire- damaged 
Upland Inn be completed by Aug. 30 
or the city will take action to 
remove the ruins which have been 
called hazardous and unsightly. 

The council first considered a 
demolition order July 19 but delayed 
on owners’ assurances the work 
would be completed quickly. 

The Upland Inn, which was gutted 
in an April 1 fire, was built by E.P. 
Chaffee in the early 1900s and has 
been considered a city landmark.

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Taxpayers Assn. to 
select salary group

County supervisors, trying to 
avoid accusations of ‘‘handpicking’’ 
a citizens’ committee that will set 
their salaries, Monday turned the 
committee selection over to the San 
Bernardino County Taxpayers 
Association. 

After a barrage of criticism from 
the public over a 40 per cent pay 
raise the supervisors voted 
themselves, the county board a 
week ago agreed to establish the 
citizens’ committee. 

The county administration 
Monday presented the supervisors 
with a list of organizations that 
could compose the salary 
committee and a method of 
selecting the seven-member panel. 

The plan called for the 
supervisors to ask six organizations 
— the taxpayers association, the 
League of Women Voters, Inland 
Action, Inc., the Farm Bureau, the 
American Association of Retired 
Persons and a group of West End 
chambers of commerce — to submit 
two names each to the supervisors 
for the salary panel. 

In addition, the county 
administration plan asked the 
supervisors to select one public 
member from each of the 
supervisorial districts. Out of the 17 


prospective appointees to the salary 
committee, the board of supervisors 
would pick seven persons to 
compose the panel. 


But the supervisors Monday 
balked at having a hand in the 
appointment of committee 
members and welcomed the offer of 
the taxpayers association to 
organize the salary committee. 

“I certainly don’t want to select 
any member of the committee,” 
said Ontario Supervisor Daniel 
Mikesell, who is faced with an effort 
by West End citizens to recall him 
for his affirmative vote on the 40 per 
cent raise. 

Mikesell, who indicated he didn’t 
want the public to think the salary 
committee would be ‘‘handpicked”’ 
by the supervisors, moved that the 
taxpayers association’s 
recommendation be accepted. 

None of the supervisors voiced 
reservations about the proposal, 
with the exception of Supervisors’ 
Chairman Dennis Hansberger of 
Yucaipa. 


“I’m in a quandary about whether 
to vote for this motion,’’ Hansberger 
said, ‘‘since it is ultimately our 
responsibility to set our salaries.”

“Unless the committee comes 
back with a recommendation that 
our raise be cut, I think these people 
who are complaining are going to 
keep complaining,”’ he related. ‘‘I 
don’t think you’re ever going to 
establish credibility unless you 
reduce it (the pay increase).”’ 

But Hansberger said he would go 
along with the taxpayers 
association’s suggestion ‘‘if the 
board feels its credibility can be 
maintained by that.” 

The San Bernardino County 
Taxpayers Association will compose 
the salary panel this week and will 
bring its proposal before the board 
of supervisors Monday at 2 p.m. 

According to Mikesell’s motion, 
the taxpayers association can use 
the list of organizations submitted 
by the county administration to 
form the committee, but it is not 
bound to the list. 

The association also can draw up a 
committee of more than seven 
members, the limit the supervisors 
previously had set for the salary 
panel’s membership. 

The taxpayers association will 
select the organizations to be 
represented on the salary 
committee. But, as the supervisors 
had proposed last week, it will be 
the organizations that will decide 
which individuals will serve on the 
committee.

Sickle cell anemia 


EDITOR’S NOTE: 
Health Tips is a column of 
the California Medica!

Sickle cell anemia is a 
disease of the red blood 
cells. Whereas normal red 
blood cells are round, the 
diseased cells are crescent 
shaped (thus, the name 
“sickle”? cell). Because of 
their abnormal shape, the 
diseased cells do not move 
as’ easily through the blood 
vessels. This causes a 
disturbance in how the 
hémoglobin distributes 
oxygen to portions of the 
body. Sickle cell anemia is 
not contagious. 

Sickle cell anemia is 
inherited, and it occurs 
most frequently in this 
country among Blacks. 
About 50,000 black 
Americans have sickle cell 
anemia. The disease is also, 
rarely, found among 
Caucasians, particularly 
those from the 
Mediterranean countries. 

In addition to the 
thousands who have the 
disease, approximately 
2,500,000 Americans have 
the sickle cell trait; they 
are carriers of the disease 
although they themselves 
usually do not experience 
any of its symptoms. 





hemoglobin genes — one 
from each parent. Whether 
or not a child develops 
sickle cell anemia depends 
on the combination of 
normal and sickle cell 
hemoglobin genes found in 
his or her parents. 


For example, if both 
parents are carriers, in the 
case of each pregnancy 
there is a 25 per cent chance 
that the child will have 
sickle cell anemia, a 50 per 
cent chance that the child 
will be a carrier, and a 25 
per cent chance that the 
child will have normal 
hemoglobin. If one parent 
has normal hemoglobin 
genes and the other has 
sickle cell anemia genes, all 
the children will be born 
with the sickle cell trait but 
not with the disease itself. 

Although sickle cell 
anemia is present from 
birth, its symptoms usually 
do not appear until the in- 









fant is over 6 months old. 
The most common sickle 
cell symptom is what is 
called sickle cell crisis. 
This is characterized by 
severe pain in the chest, ab- 
domen, back, arms or legs. 
It can lat for hours or weeks 
and may occur several 
times a year. It is caused 
when a large number of

sickle - shaped cells cluster 
together in the blood 
vessels producing a block to 
normal blood flow and 
decreased osygen supply to 
that area of the body. A 
sickle cell crisis can be 
triggered by infection, 
fatig7e, unusual stress, over 
- exertion, or by being in 
high altitudes.

When it comes to mos- 
quitoes, beware of the 
female. While the male 
mosquito feeds harmlessly 
on fruit or plani juices, the 
adult female requires a 
meal of blood to develop her 
eggs for laying. She lays the 
eggs on water surfaces and 
may even lay them in 
natural depressions or con- 
tainers that will later hold 
water.

in water and undergo four 
molts. 

The next stage, the pupa, 
also develops only in water. 
This is the stage to consider 
prevention.

Other symptoms of sickle 
cell anemia are painful 
swelling of the hands and 
feet, slow growth, jaundice, 
leg sores that do not heal, 
and fever caused by serious 
infections. These symptoms 
do not necessarily mean 
that a child has sickle cell 
anemia since they may 
occur also in other 
illnesses. 

Sickle cell anemia cannot 
yet be cured; however, a 








































number of measures can be 
taken to help control it. 
Victims of sickle cell 
anemia should maintain 
good general health, have 
proper nourishment, and 
avoid excessive . activity 
that brings on fatigue. 

In treating a patient with 
sickle cell anemia, the 
doctor may give medication 
to relieve pain or prescribe 
antibiotics if an infection is 
present. Adequate fluid 


intake is important and 
sometimes a_ blood 
transfusion is necessary. 
Surgery may be indicated 
for certain specific 


problems. 
Sickle cell anemia was a 
somewhat neglected 


disease until recent years. 
Considerable money has 
now been allocated to 
research in an attempt to 
develop an effective cure. 
Educational programs are 
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being directed to helping 
parents recognize the 
illness in their children and 
seek treatment. This 
program also encourages 
all persons in the black pop- 
ulation to undergo the sim- 
ple blood test that will tell 
whether or not they are 
sickle cell carriers. Persons 
having the sickle cell trait 
may want to take that fac- 
tor into consideration when 
planning their families.

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How to reduce bills for cooling

Cooling off the home in 
the peak of summer is a 
simple task with a central 
air conditioning system, but 
will the home owner be able 


to stay cool after receipt of 
his summer electric bill? 

One way to minimize the 
cost of running the air 
conditioner is to maximize 
its efficiency. Here are a 
few pointers: 

—Make sure the unit is 
properly serviced - and 


cleaned. Be certain filters 
allow air to move freely. 
Badly functioning air 
conditioners waste a good 
deal of electricity. 

—Seal all air leaks, 
especially areas around 
doors and windows. 


drawing shades or drapes 
during the day. Direct 
sunlight adds greatly to the 
load on the air conditioner. 

—Learn to turn lights off 
when they are not in use, 
not only to save directly on 
electricity but also to 


average light bulb 
generates. Where possible, 
switch to fluorescent lights 
for greater efficiency and a 
cool lamp. 

—Close off the rooms you 
don’t use much. This also 
means shutting the forced 
air registers in those 
rooms. For example, why 
go to the expense of cooling 
the guest room? 

—Use the oven as

preparing meals. Each time 
you peek into an oven by 
opening the door, about 20 
per cent of the heat escapes 
into the room. Also, avoid 
or use less frequently the 
self-cleaning process on the 
oven. It generates a great 
deal more heat than just 
ordinary operation of the 
oven. 

—Serve cold meals 
occasionally. 


closed when preparing hot 
meals, restricting the heat 
build-up to one room. Then 
use open windows and a fan 
to send the heat outside. It 
may make things a little hot 
for the cook, but it will cool 
down the electric bill. 


—Set the thermostat for 
78 degrees. This may seem 
a bit warm, but consider 
that the air conditioner will 
remove most of the 


humidity — and you will be 
saving nearly 15 per cent of 
your bill compared to a 
setting just two or three 
degrees lower in most 
instances. 

Keeping cool is not a 
difficult task. Home 
owners, however, should do 
it sensibly with dollars and 
cents in mind.
